If the latest figures are ac- 
curate, there are 4,000,000 auto- 
mobiles in the United States, 
valued at $2,000;000,000. This 
Means one car for every 25 in- 
habitants in the country, and it 
the investment of $2,000,000,000 
in the machines has had some 
effect upon other lines of trade, 
it need not be surprising. The 
truth is that the motorcar is af- 
fecting practically every field of 
activity, and it has forced itself 
forward until the making of cars 
has become one of the four or 
five greatest industries in the 
land. 

And at that, the developement 
of the motor truck has hardly 
started. The great number of 
cars are for pleasure purposes or 
at any rate are used other thar 
in the moving of heavy freight, 
but that is likely to be one of 
the important dévelopements of 
the immediate future. With the 
increase of good roads and paved 
highways, for short distances the 
trucks may almost displace the 
railroads. They have All the 
advantages. 

In the making of cheaper cars, 
we are yet supreme. It igs said 
to have been only in cars which 
cost more than $1,200 that foreign 
competition is felt, or was felt 
before the war, but what may de- 
velop when the soldiers return 
‘to the factories and the fighters 
again become the skilled artisans 
might tell-a different story.

POLITENESS AN ASSETT 


Laying aside flamboyancy and 
recrimination from the different 
political: cliques and localities of 
the county, the Record-Herald 
beieves that the time has arrived 
in the history of the county when 
a division of Contra Costa will 
be for the best interest of all 
eoncerned. It has often been re- 
marked by certain papers in the 
east end of the county that it 
would be better if Richmond and 
the country immediately sur- 
rounding should be eut off from 
the remainder of the county, and 
after delibrating on the matter at 
some length the people here have 
come to the same conclusion. 

So far ds the taxable property 
in the county is concerned there 
is ample for two counties and we 
believe that each could. be main- 
tained at a cost far below what is 
being expended by Contra Costa 
county and the City of Richmond. 
Indeed, Richmond is spending 
enough on her municipal govern- 
ment at the present time to main- 
tain a city and county _govern- 
ment, if conducted along econ. 
omie lines and Contra Costa 
could materially reduce its ex- 

, pense account if the political di. 
vision were made as. suggested. 
The item of a superior judge 
alone with the expense attached 
thereto, would’ be eliminated 
which would be a matter of con- 
‘siderable importance alone. There 
"are many more items which could 
be altogether eliminated or at 
least. curtailed... 
‘The sentiment in Richmond is 
all for county division. There. ir 
hardly a dissenting voice... In the 
city alone we have something like
